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FOREWORD. 


As  a  bit  of  a  foreword  we  print  these  verses  of  Robert 
L.  Hunger,  so  full  of  the  thoughts  that  many  of  us  felt 
at  Decennial,  but  none  of  us  could  express.  These  verses 
now  hang  on  the  walls  of  Mory's. 

Here  where  the  old  chairs  are  all  vacant  updrawn, 
It  is  pleasant  to  sit  when  the  day's  growing  wan, 
And  think  of  old  times  and  old  friends  that  are  gone ; 

Of  friends  who  were  here  in  the  evenings  before, 
In  the  wild  winter  nights  when  the  wind  with  a  roar 
Howled  at  the  loose  casement  and  shook  at  the  door.

New  friends !  who  come  merrily  in  through  the  hall, 
When  the  leaves  of  the  white  flower  wither  and  fall. 
There  is  much  to  remember  and  love  and  recall.

Or  a  song  long  forgotten  that  memory  sends. 

Is  not  sadly  so  sweet  as  the  thought  of  old  friends. 

The  table  initials  seemed  hardly  half  true, 

Here's  one  cut  barely  plain,  here's  one  cut  nearly  through, 

Here's  George's  and  Charlie's  and  Fred's  carving  too. 

And  as  memory  fills  all  the  old  chairs  updrawn, 
Here's  a  health !  so  I  muse  in  the  afternoon  wan. 
To  the  pleasant  old  days  and  the  friends  that  are  gone. 
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I  submit  this  Decennial  Record  to  the  Class,  fully  con- 
scious of  the  many  imperfections  that  the  critical  eye  may 
discover.  The  compilation  of  it  has  been  a  very  pleasant 
task,  and  my  only  regret  is  that  the  briefness  of  some  of 
the  replies  received  to  the  circular  of  the  Decennial  Com- 
mittee, and,  in  spite  of  repeated  effort,  the  utter  inability  to 
obtain  more  detailed  accounts,  has  forced  me  to  submit  many 
biographies  with  a  brevity  that  I  am  sure  the  life  of  the 
man  does  not  warrant.  A  little  more  detail  in  this  particular 
would  enhance  the  value  and  interest  of  the  book  a  hundred- 
fold. I  trust  this  pristine  modesty  may  pass  from  the  Class 
before  another  Record  is  published. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  matter  compiled  by  C.  U. 
Clark.  Ten  years  out  of  college  is  a  splendid  vantage 
ground  from  which  to  view  our  college  course.  A  juster 
and  saner  light  is  thrown  upon  it  than  has  hitherto  been 
possible.  For  this  reason  the  article  is  of  value,  and  I  am 
sure  that  all  who  read  it  cannot  help  but  be  carried  back  over 
the  last  ten  years,  and  the  College  again  become  a  very  real 
experience.    For  this  reason  it  is  of  particular  interest. 

With  deep  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  all  who  have 
assisted  me  in  this  work,  and  hoping  for  that  charity  that 
recognizes  full  well  the  fallibility  of  the  human  mind,  I 
leave  this  book  in  the  hands  of  my  friends. 

At  the  end  of  the  Record  will  be  found  a  list  of  addresses 
furnished  by  the  University  Secretary,  and  which  show  the 
changes  that  have  occurred  since  the  answers  were  received 
to  the  Decennial  Circular  in  1907.

DECENNIAL. 


''There's  a  mile-stone  on  the  Dover  R.oad,"  Mr.  F.'s  aunt 
was  wont  to  observe  oracularly  from  time  to  time.  The 
statement  might  seem  to  others  irrelevant  or  untimely.  To 
herself  it  was  evidently  of  perennial  interest. 

The  tenth  milestone  on  '97's  pilgrimage  through  the  world 
was  reached  in  June  last,  and  the  parade  in  celebration  of 
the  event  took  some  four  days  in  passing  a  given  point — 
namely,  that  of  coming  and  going.  One  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  of  the  Class  returned  to  take  part  in  the  jubilee,  which, 
it  might  be  mentioned,  was  also  attended  in  large  numbers 
by  members  of  the  Faculty  and  alumni  of  other  classes, 
ostensibly  in  New  Haven  for  the  Commencement  exercises 
of  their  own  reunions,  but  apparently  to  aid  us  in  our  merry- 
making. 

Saturday  before  Commencement  witnessed  the  opening 
of  our  headquarters  in  Crown  Street  and  the  installation 
therein  of  all  the  available  beds  in  town.  For  the  Com- 
mittee— Darrach,  Day  and  Kerr — had  decided  to  rent  two 
adjoining  houses,  where  the  Class  could  dwell  together  in 
amity  and  confusion,  rather  than  have  the  men  separate  and 
depend  on  the  overcrowded  hotels.  The  plan  certainly 
worked  out  with  hotel-like  regularity  in  at  least  one 
respect — overcrowding.  But  this  very  condition  made  for 
the  amity  desired,  since  there  was  no^  room  for  differences. 
The  system  of  assigning  beds  was  beautifully  simple.  As 
one  man  expressed  it,  'Tf  you're  not  in  this  house,  you're 
in  the  other."  Some  of  the  Class,  to  be  sure,  tried  to  take 
advantage  of  both  places;  Arthur  Draper,  for  instance, 
keeping  his  valise  in  a  bed  in  one  part  of  headquarters  and 
himself  in  a  cot  on  the  other  side. 

There  was  a  big  old-fashioned  piazza  out  back  of  head- 
quarters, overlooking  a  garden,  and  here,  on  that  first  warm, 
peaceful  Saturday  night,  was  held  a  Httle  smoke-talk  reunion 
of  the  early  arrivals.  Conversation  turned  idly  from  one  to 
another  of  the  Class,  long  unheard  from,  prompted,  it  must 
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be  admitted,  by  Henry  Townshend's  efforts  to  discover  the 
whereabouts  and  doings  of  those  who  seemed  impervious 
to  letters  of  inquiry,  class  circulars  and  the  like.  The  ''star" 
answer  of  the  evening  came  from  Fitzgerald,  when  the 
gathering  had,  one  after  another,  confessed  ignorance  as  to 
Rurey  Hill  and  his  recent  history.  Suddenly  'Titz"  spoke 
out,  true  to  the  best  traditions  of  his  race :  "I  can  tell  you 
all  about  him,"  said  he.  ''You  see,  it  was  this  way  I  came 
to  know.  I  wrote  him  a  letter,  a  long  one,  and  he  never 
answered  it.    I  don't  believe  he  ever  got  it !" 

Sunday,  the  headquarters'  register  showed  more  '97  m^en 
arriving  in  town  by  every  train,  until  by  nightfall  the  first 
house  commenced  to  bulge  and  then  to  overflow  next  door. 
The  bulletin  board  announced  no  programme  for  the  day, 
but  a  little  party  gathered  at  the  Graduates  Club  in  the 
evening  for  talk  and  song,  led  by  Larkin  Mead.  To  him 
suddenly  appeared  a  micmber  of  the  House  Committee, 
explaining  that  as  Anson  Stokes,  Secretary  of  the  Univer- 
sity, lived  next  door,  singing  was-er-possibly  not  desirable. 
"But  has  Anson  ever  heard  me  sing?"  queried  Larkin.  The 
question  was  ordered  laid  on  the  table,  and  was  lost  on  the 
next  motion  of  the  waiter.  Soon  after  the  little  band 
emerged  with  the  idea  of  visiting  some  of  the  other  reunion 
classes  at  their  headquarters.  The  first  to  receive  this  atten- 
tion was  '77,  on  Elm  Street.  They  responded  to  our  long 
cheer  for  them  by  an  invitation  to  come  in  and  try  their 
piano  and  hospitality — both  of  which  proved  excellent. 
Then  across  the  Green  to  College  Street  and  down  to  Crown 
marched  the  singers,  whose  constantly  increasing  numbers 
chanted  that  their  destination  was  the  '82  club  house,  oppo- 
site our  own  barracks.  The  slogan,  to  the  air  of  "Tam- 
many," went  as  follows: 

"Eighty-two,  Eighty-two, 
Dear  old  Class  of  Eighty-two, 
We  are  waiting  here  for  you ! 
Eighty-two,  Eighty-two, 
Here  we're  waiting,  here  we're  waiting, 
•     Eighty-two !" 

(Repeat  ad  libitum.) 
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Who  couid  resist  such  a  compHmentary  appeal  ?  Certainly 
not  '82,  and  a  committee  soon  welcomed  us  into  the  big, 
gaily  decorated  tent  back  of  their  headquarters,  where  we 
became  the  central  figures  in  a  reception  originally  intended 
for  some  of  the  officers  of  the  University.  The  latter  took 
the  change  graciously  and  ''Baldy"  Wright  bowed  pleased 
acknowledgment  of  our  enthusiastic  recognition  of  him. 
With  the  '82  commissary  watching  over  our  wants  we  sang 
loud  and  long,  to  our  intense  satisfaction,  and,  let  us  hope, 
to  theirs. 

''Then  to  bed,"  as  Pepys  would  say. 

The  historian  must  add  that  neither  '77  nor  '82  returned 
our  calls.   They  com.plained  that  they  could  never  find  us  in. 

Monday  an  element  of  excitement  was  thrown  into  the 
peaceful  morning  calm  of  headquarters  by  the  discovery 
that,  while  the  Committee  had  provided  white  hats  and  coats, 
by  way  of  class  uniforms,  duck  trousers  must  be  "found" 
by  each  individual.  A  resulting  raid  on  the  shops  of  New 
Haven  remedied  the  difficulty  in  most  cases,  though  increas- 
ing it  in  others ;  for,  by  the  time  Charlie  Chadwick,  for 
example,  had  obtained  a  pair  of  duck  trousers  to  fit  him,  he 
had  to  be  contented  with  a  ''36  coat,"  in  which  he  almost 
literally  burst  upon  the  startled  gaze  of  the  town. 

In  hacks  and  cars  the  Class  descended  upon  Yale  Field 
in  the  afternoon  for  the  long-advertised  baseball  game  with 
the  Sexennial  Class  of  1901.  Neither  Fred  Murphy  nor 
Harry  Keator,  of  our  old-time  Varsity  nine,  had  as  yet 
appeared;  but  '97  went  out,  confident  of  a  victory,  which 
seemed  equally  confident  of  eluding  us.  For  ten  innings 
*'Clare"  Fincke  pitched  great  ball  and  the  team  worked 
together  as  if  they  had  been  in  training  for  months.  In 
the  tenth,  however,  1901  beat  us  out  5  to  4,  and  the  battle 
was  theirs  with  the  glory  mutual. 

Meanwhile  had  come  and  spread  about,  in  spite  of  efforts 
to  keep  it  unannounced  until  the  next  day,  the  sad  news  of 
Walter  Lapham's  death,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness. 
To  the  roll  of  departed  comrades  was  added  another,  whom 
we  could  ill  afford  to  lose.  His  name  was  on  every  lip  and 
his  memory  in  each  heart  throughout  the  reunion,  and  the 
thought  of  all  he  had  been  to  us  in  college,  and  at  other 
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gatherings  in  later  years,  was  something  that  could  not  die. 
To  his  memory  was  paid  the  high  tribute  of  universal, 
unfeigned  mourning  among  his  classmates,  gathered  for 
rejoicing  but  led  to  sorrow.  Not  in  formal  resolutions  shall 
we  ever  describe  our  loss,  but  in  constant,  loving  memory 
shall  we  testify  to  our  affection  for  this  happy  spirit,  broken 
by  suffering,  and  at  length — mercifully,  as  we  realize — set 
free. 

Tuesday  was,  of  course,  the  day  of  days,  and  the  belated 
stragglers  of  the  Class  besieged  the  Committee  for  uniforms 
and  assurances  that  they  would  be  provided  for  at  the  base- 
ball game  with  Harvard,  etc.  In  Osborn  Hall  at  noon  we 
had  our  class  meeting,  presided  over  by  George  Day.  A 
committee,  consisting  of  Harry  Carey,  Gerald  Holden, 
George  P.  Day,  Henry  Ledyard,  Edward  Harkness,  was 
appointed  to  frame  suitable  resolutions  on  the  death  of 
Walter  Lapham  and  convey  them  to  his  family.  Hark- 
ness, it  was  announced,  had  left  to  represent  the  Class  at 
the  funeral.  The  following  resolutions  were  subsequently 
presented  by  the  committee  and  adopted  by  the  Class : 

Whereas,  the  Class  of  '97  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of 
Walter  J.  Lapham,  one  whose  versatility,  genial  nature,  unfailing 
good  humor,  sincerity  and  steadfast  character  made  him  the  life  of 
any  gathering  of  this  Class  and  endeared  him  to  us  all ; 

Resolved,  that  we  his  classmates,  met  at  our  Decennial  Reunion, 
express  our  sorrow  at  the  news  of  his  death,  the  affection  in  which 
we  hold  his  memory  and  our  hearty  sympathy  with  his  wife  and 
family. 

In  place  of  Graham  Sumner,  resigned,  Henry  H, 
Townshend,  for  some  time  acting  in  his  stead,  was  elected 
Class  Secretary.  Philip  Hinkle  was,  on  motion  of  Dudley 
Sutphin,  chosen  Assistant  Secretary — a  new  position, 
created  with  the  idea  of  making  easier  the  constantly 
increasing  work  of  keeping  track  of  the  men.  Darrach, 
Day  and  Kerr  were  reelected  as  a  Reunion  Committee,  with 
further  powers  as  a  General  Class  Committee,  the  Secre- 
tary and  Assistant  Secretary,  ex  officio,  to  aid  them  in  their 
general  efforts.  Thatcher  Brown,  the  Alumni  Fund  Class 
Agent,  reported  our  Decennial  gift  to  the  Fund  as  $5,797.60 
and  our  total  contributions  to  date  as  $11,628.85.    A  vote 
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of  thanks  was  tendered  him  for  his  success,  and  the  Class 
adjourned  to  have  its  photograph  taken  on  Osborn  Hall 
steps,  again  in  front  of  Crown  Street  headquarters,  and  to 
prepare  for  the  afternoon. 

At  length,  making  a  brave  show  with  our  band  and  the 
Japanese  parasols,  held  in  reserve  by  a  prudent  committee 
until  this  hour,  we  lined  up  and  marched  and  counter- 
marched, preparatory  to  taking  special  cars  to  the  Field. 
Across  the  street  '82  moved  on  its  way,  while  we  still  lin- 
gered impatiently.  "Good-bye  boys,  be  good !"  they  cried 
to  us,  as  their  line  started.  '*A11  right,  Papa!"  was  the 
prompt  and  apparently  crushing  reply.  Finally  arrive  the 
cars  and  we  are  speeding  to  the  game,  our  band  blaring  to 
all  within  earshot  that  "Nellie  had  a  bird  upon  her  hat." 
Band  still  playing,  flag  borne  high,  parasols  spinning,  and 
the  class  snake  dancing,  we  invade  the  Field  and  circle  the 
diamond  to  the  wonder  and  delight  of  the  crowded  stands. 
Stopping  only  to  give  a  long  cheer  for  the  Harvard  team, 
the  Yale  nine,  the  spectators  and  ourselves,  we  mount  the 
bleachers  and  try  to  squeeze  our  army  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  into  apparently  seventy-five  "boys'-size  seats,"  as  Billy 
Boyle  calls  them.  And  now  the  game  is  on,  and  Harvard 
seemingly  ''way  off."  It  is  not  good  baseball,  perhaps — 
really  not  as  good  as  our  own  game  with  1901  of  the  day 
before^ — but  it  is  a  pleasant  sight  to  a  Yale  Commencement 
crowd  to  see  a  Yale  nine  after  all  these  years  "breaking  the 
hoodoo"  and  "winning  the  home  game."  The  team  is  literally 
batting  its  way  to  victory  and  the  stands  are  jubilant.  One 
Harvard  pitcher  is  sent  in  to  replace  another.  A  tall,  heavy 
Crimson  player  seems  to  dispute  a  decision  of  the  umpire. 
"I'd  like  to  tell  that  fellow  what  I  think  of  him,"  says  "Tim" 
Pierce,  indignantly ;  and  adds,  after  observing  his  great 
size,  "if  he  were  in  a  cage."  Happy,  sunny  afternoon,  with 
Fortune  showering  many  seasons'  luck  on  this  one  game  for 
Yale !  The  nine  innings  are  over,  the  game  is  ours,  and 
we  are  marching  back  to  town,  the  Class  taking  countless 
steps  and  side-steps  and  the  tired  band  counting  each  one. 

Up  to  good  old  "Prexy"  D wight's  house  we  take  our  way, 
to  hear  him  speak  to  us  once  more  as  in  the  days  of  old ;  and 
then  over  to  President  Hadley's — learning  from  both  that 
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we  are  as  good  as  ever,  which  is  saying  much,  and  cheering 
them  as  better  than  ever,  which  is  even  more.  Then  back 
up  through  the  Green  passes  our  parade,  to  disband  at 
Chapel  Street,  but  only  preparatory  to  reuniting  at  the 
dinner  in  Warner  Hall  later  on. 

Many  a  dinner  has  been  called  ''the  best  ever"  with  less 
reason  than  this  of  ours  could  furnish  to  claim  the  title  for 
itself.  The  beginning  is  marked  by  the  discovery  of  an  acci- 
dent, which  turns  out  to  be  truly  '*a  happy  one"' — the  band 
has  gone !  Wearied,  and  failing  lamentably  to  catch  any  of 
the  enthusiasm  flowing  so  fresh  and  eager  all  around  them, 
the  musicians  have  taken  advantage  of  an  opportunity  given 
them  to  go  out  for  something  to  eat,  to  escape  to  New  York. 
The  Committee  can  put  on  cheerful  faces  because  the  bill 
has  not  yet  been  paid :  the  Class  does  the  like  because  it 
has  to,  and  Fate  ordains  that  the  dinner  shall  be  an  unusually 
successful  one  for  this  prompt  acceptance  of  her  decrees. 
Freed  from  the  noise  of  the  band,  the  hall  resounds  to  our 
own  music — swinging  choruses,  led  by  Harry  Ledyard  and 
"Pope"  Russel.  The  members  of  the  Class  have  time  to 
think  and  to  really  talk  with  one  another,  and  never  have 
the  men  come  closer  together.  They  are  having  a  good 
time  and  they  know  it  and  show  it.  When  Bob  Munger  rises 
to  preside  as  Toastmaster,  we  all  move  up  in  a  compact 
semicircle  and  listen  delightedly  to  his  happy  verses  for  the 
occasion  and  his  equally  happy  remarks.  We  are  ''a  family 
party"  and  the  noise  and  tumult  of  other  years  is  out  of 
place.  The  toasts  arranged  by  the  Committee  are  admirably 
responded  to,  with  the  exception  that  "Jerry"  Gerard  is 
not  present  to  speak  for  '97,  but  sends  a  telegram  regretting 
his  absence,  and  with  Sam  Babcock  wishing  a  great  reunion 
to  us  all.  The  "long-distance  cup"  is  w^on  by  a  man  who 
has  come  a  really  long  distance  to  attend  Decennial — Joe 
Davis,  from  Manila,  Philippine  Islands.  Following  is  the 
complete  toast  list :

Bob  Hunger  must  again 
recite  his  poem ;  we  drink  standing  to  Walter  Lapham,  and 
Harry  Ledyard  leads  us  in  song  to  the  memory  of  that  happy 
singer.  Finally,  we  go  out — to  the  Campus  and  our  fire- 
works, to  the  smaller  reunion  gatherings  with  one  another 
or  with  members  of  other  classes,  and,  finally,  to  an  upper 
room  in  the  Graduates  Club,  where  once  more  Bob  Hunger 
is  prevailed  upon  to  recite  those  verses  which  he  will  not 
commit  to  paper  for  any  one  and  v/hich  a  stenographer  in 
vain  tries  to  jot  down. 

Wednesday  is  the  general  alumni  meeting  and  the  begin- 
ning of  the  end  of  our  reunion.  For  already  men  are 
leaving  town,  though  some  stay  over  for  the  boat  race  on 
the  morrow  or  for  ''just  one  day  more"  in  New  Haven. 
Our  holiday  is  over  and  we  must  prepare  to  go  back  to 
what  is  certainly,  by  contrast,  the  prosaic,  ''humdrum"  life 
of  the  outside  world.  We  have  had  four  days  of  sunshine 
and  happiness  and  youth  together,  in  which  we  have  lived 
over  again  those  enchanted  four  college  years,  have  talked 
over  the  hopes  and  fears  of  the  decade  since,  and  have 
looked  forward  to  the  hopes — for  who  would  fear? — of 
the  future. 

"There's  a  milestone  on  the  Dover  Road,"  said  Hr.  F.'s 
aunt  long  ago.   Hay  we  have  many  such  to  mark  our  way!

NEW  YORK  DINNERS. 

Since  Sexennial  there  have  been  held  three  dinners  in  New 
York,  at  all  of  which  there  were  a  goodly  gathering.  They 
have  all  been  held  in  the  Yale  Club,  to  the  accompaniment  of 
much  music  and  some  talk.

The  long  distance 
cup  was  won  by  Crosby,  who  came  from  Minneapolis.

NINETY-SEVEN'S  DECENNIAL  OPINIONS. 

By  CHARLES  UPSON  CLARK. 

A  Summary  of  the  Answers  to  the  Decennial 
Questions. 

In  the  name  of  Dean  Wright  and  of  the  Faculty,  as  well 
as  in  my  own,  I  wish  to  thank  cordially  the  hundred  '97 
men  who  took  the  time  and  pains  to  answer  the  Decennial 
questions.  To  me  individually  it  has  also  been  a  pleasant 
privilege  thus  to  renew  '97  friendships  and  realize  from 
these  documents  what  a  wealth  of  intellectual  companion- 
ship every  Yale  man  acquires.  For  the  many  personal  greet- 
ings which  accompanied  the  answers,  I  wish  here  to  express 
my  sincere  gratitude. 

It  has  been  hard  to  choose  matter  for  quotation,  so  much 
was  stimulating  and  suggestive;  I  have  throughout  erred 
on  the  side  of  fulness.  Much  of  the  criticism  expressed  has 
lost  its  point  in  the  ten  years  since  we  graduated ;  yet  even 
ten  years  do  not  right  everything.  But  I  am  sure  we  all 
sympathize  with  the  man  who  wrote:  ''Kindly  note  that 
you  are  inviting  criticism  and  not  commendation.  It  is  far 
easier  to  commend  than  to  criticise  the  best  college  I  know.'' 

Of  the  260  or  261  living  graduates  of  '97,  loi  sent  in 
answers.  Of  our  26  living  Philosophical  Oration  men, 
replies  came  in  from  18;  High  Orations  (14)  7;  Orations 
(27)  10;  Dissertations  (18)  9;  First  Disputes  (32)  11; 
Second  Disputes  (22)  7;  First  Colloquies  (28)  13;  Second 
Colloquies  (31)  5;  "Disappointments"  (57)  20.  One 
answer  from  New  York  came  unsigned ;  thirty  of  our 
seventy-two  New  Yorkers  sent  replies.  The  best  propor- 
tion of  replies  came  from  our  eighteen  clergymen,  of  whom 
fourteen  answered.  Thirty-two  lawyers,  thirteen  physicians, 
nine  teachers,  three  journahsts,  twenty-seven  business  men, 
one  diplomatist  and  one  art  critic  are  contributors,  as  well 
as  both  the  gentlemen  whom  '97  has  given  to  the  "learned 
professions/'  according  to  our  Sexennial  Record.  For 
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obvious  reasons  I  have  not  counted  or  included  any  opinion 
of  my  own;  and  I  have  tried  to  select  extracts  for  quotation 
from  an  unbiased  standpoint.  All  citations  are  verbatim, 
except  where  the  dropping  of  an  unessential  word  or  phrase 
would  save  space. 

QUESTION  I. 

Do  you  think  the  discipline  at  Yale  zvas  too  strict  or  too 
laxf 

Eight  do  not  answer,  five  think  discipline  was  too  strict, 
one  saying  "in  one  or  two  respects,  bordering  on  tyranny." 
Fifteen  feel  it  was  too  lax,  especially  in  Freshman  year  and 
in  the  class  room ;  the  rest  are  satisfied,  fifteen  saying  "about 
right,"  four  "just  right,"  two  "a  very  happy  medium." 
"It  would  be  better,"  says  one  New  Yorker,  "if  undergrad- 
uates were  restrained  from  spending  their  week-ends  in  New 
York  City."  "Something  ought  to  be  done  to  check  the 
drinking;  but  perhaps  that  was  for  student  sentiment." 
The  captain  of  one  of  our  athletic  teams  objects  also  to 
"drunkenness  and  m.audlin  bowlings."  Two  or  three  speak 
of  "toleration  of  the  loafer."  "Several  men  I  remember," 
writes  one  clergyman,  "might  have  been  saved  from  ruining 
themselves  by  a  stricter  discipline  when  they  entered  col- 
lege." One  man,  whose  name  would  raise  a  shout,  wants 
"more  latitude"  in  cuts  and  marks.  The  general  impression 
left  is  that  the  Dean's  Office  has  succeeded  well,  on  the 
whole,  in  a  difficult  task. 

QUESTION  2. 

Docs  any  part  that  you  remember  seem  unjust? 

Thirteen  answer  in  the  affirmative,  a  much  smaller 
proportion  than  in  '96,  whose  baseball  schedule  in  Fresh- 
man year  was  cancelled  for  miisbehavior.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  individual  grievances :  "Faculty  'spotters'  on  'bottle- 
night.'."  "Should  be  more  freedom  for  a  man  who  keeps 
up  in  his  studies."  "Division  officers  of  Freshman  and  Soph- 
omore year  much  inferior  to  Dean  Wright."  "Too  much 
arbitrary  power  was  given  to  division  masters  in  Fresh- 
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man  year.  There  should  be  some  estabHshed  mode  of  appeal 
with  the  right  of  a  'complete  rehearing  of  the  facts 
involved."  "Punishing  of  a  whole  entry  in  a  dormitory  or 
a  whole  table  at  Commons  for  the  sins  of  a  few  men"  (2). 
"Too  much  red  tape,  marking,  etc."  "Not  unjust — simply 
old-womanish."  "No,  only  illogical ;  not  enough  restraint  to 
insure  good  behavior  and  industry,  nor  freedom  enough  to 
place  the  responsibility  on  the  student."  "It  is  unjust  to 
those  who  want  to  work  to  allow  the  loafing  body  to  mold 
the  college  atmosphere."  "An  arrangement  should  be  made 
whereby  the  instructor  knows  definitely  each  day  who  is 
and  who  is  not  present.  In  one  course  I  remember  a  mon- 
itor kept  the  official  record  of  attendance,  and  if  a  man 
was  called  on  to  recite  and  did  not  care  to,  he  simply  kept 
his  seat  and  the  professor,  considering  him  absent,  called 
some  one  else." 

Seventy-four  men  answer  "No."  "Dean  Wright,"  says 
one  football  star,  "gave  me  Justice+Mercy."  "Our  dearly 
beloved  Dean  Wright  knew  just  how  to  discipline;  he  was 
square."  "I  was  tremendously  impressed  with  the  justice 
of  it — particularly  of  the  brand  dealt  in  by  Dean  Wright." 

question  3. 

Should  compulsory  chapel  he  kept  up? 

Only  one  blank  appears  here,  two  are  undecided,  fifteen 
vote  "No,"  and  eighty-four  "\^es."  Ten  add  "By  all 
means !"  Some  who  approve  add  opinions,  as  "The  almost 
universal  attitude  of  callous  indifference  to  religious  exer- 
cises resulting  is  objectionable."  Several  point  to  Harvard's 
degradation  as  a  confirmation !  Many  speak  with  approval 
of  its  efficiency  in  getting  men  up  early  and  ensuring  regu- 
larity. Of  course  the  esprit  de  corps  which  it  inculcates  is 
to  most  men  its  chief  claim.  "The  reHgious  part  of  it  can't 
do  anyone  harm  and  does  good  to  some,"  "It  doesn't  hurt 
any  man  and  may  do  him  a  great  deal  of  good,"  "Possibly 
a  little  religion  may  have  soaked  in,"  are  characteristic  com- 
ments. Some  complaints  about  the  character  of  the  service 
are  no  longer  in  point ;  a  vast  improvement  has  taken  place. 
Five  are  in  favor  of  giving  up  the  compulsory  feature  of 
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Sunday  chapel,  and  one  calls  out-of-town  church  excuses  a 
''humbug." 

QUESTION  4. 

Do  you  wish  you  had  come  into  closer  personal  touch  with 
your  instructors?  Why? 

Here  our  eloquence  is  really  pathetic,  regret  of  lost  oppor- 
tunity is  so  plainly  to  be  seen.  Nine  do  not  answer,  ten  say 
''No,"  eighty-two  "Yes,"  many  of  the  latter  with  emphasis — 
"I  certainly  do"  (4),  "Decidedly,"  "Of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance," "I  emphasize  this  most  strongly,"  etc.  Some  of  the 
negative  answers  follow :  "They  bored  me."  "Not  as  a 
rule."  "Not  with  many  of  them.  Most  of  them  were  either 
narrow  and  pedantic,  or  shallow  and  fulsome.  They  lacked 
broad  characters  of  force."  "Not  particularly  in  the  first 
two  years,  because  many  of  them  were  small  men  outside 
their  books."  "I  always  found  them  ready  to  meet  me 
half  way  and  should  have  been  repelled  by  evident  advances 
on  their  part."  On  the  other  hand,  one  man  relates  the 
following  experience :  "A  classmate  and  I  were  both  decid- 
edly worried  over  the  prospect  of  passing  the   

examination.  We  wanted  to  get  some  idea  of  our  term 
stands,  more  as  a  possible  restorative  of  confidence  than 
anything  else.  We  decided  to  call  on  Prof.  X  at  his  house. 
We  did  so,  were  received  at  the  door  by  him  in  person, 
and  upon  stating  our  mission  were  told  that  he  could  give 
us  no  information  of  any  kind ;  that  to  do  so  would  bring 
a  stream  of  callers  to  his  house,  and  that  his  doorbell  would 
be  ringing  constantly,  to  his  annoyance.  He  literally  shut 
the  door  in  our  faces.  His  action  was  the  more  astonish- 
ing, for,  if  I  remem.ber  correctly,  he  was  one  of  the  few 
who  told  students  their  term  stands.  His  irritation  seemed 
caused  entirely  by  the  call  at  his  house  and  not  by  the 
nature  of  the  request." 

Here  are  some  of  the  more  stimulating  affirmative  replies : 
"It  would  have  seemed  more  as  though  we  were  all  work- 
ing for  the  same  end,  instead  of  at  cross-purposes."  "I 
should  like  to  have  known  what  in  their  subject  so  appealed 
to  them  that  they  had  made  it  their  life  study ;  what  in  their 
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subjects  they  considered  vital,  and  how  their  studies  had 
affected  their  point  of  view  of  questions  in  general."  ^'I 
think  they  might  have  made  me  feel  that  the  work  was 
something  in  which  I  could  take  genuine  pleasure  and 
enjoyment."  "I  derived  the  most  benefit  from  those  courses 
in  which  I  did  know  the  instructors."  "The  inspiration  from 
the  few  I  did  know  fairly  well  was  profound  and  awaken- 
ing." ''Some  of  the  work  I  did  would  have  meant  much 
more  to  me  could  I  have  felt  that  the  instructor  looked  upon 
me  as  a  personal  friend  and  not  simply  as  a  single  unit  in  a 
student  body."  "I  remem.ber  best  what  was  learned  in  the 
more  informal  courses."  ''Would  have  helped  supply  the 
intellectual  atmosphere  Yale  sadly  lacks."  "If  I  could  have 
known  some  of  my  teachers  better,  I  should  have  arrived  at 
a  correct  instead  of  a  wrong  solution  of  certain  problems." 
"A  course  at  Oxford  under  the  tutorial  system  convinced  me 
that  free  and  intimate  contact  with  mature  and  cultivated 
minds  is  the  essential  feature  in  education."  "If  the  big 
m.en  (not  tutors)  could  have  occasional  talks  with  a  few  men 
at  a  time,  or  one  man,  it  would  be  helpful."  Fifteen  or 
twenty  qualify  their  statement,  eight  saying  merely  "with 
some  of  them."  Some  are  more  explicit :  "Were  they  them- 
selves men  of  the  proper  stamp."  "Unfortunately  I  had  a 
few  'pimps'  as  instructors.  The  less  of  them  the  better." 
Several  speak  here  or  elsewhere  of  the  value  of  the  "Prince- 
ton system." 

question  5. 

Did  you  get  more  out  of  large  or  small  courses f 

This  was  designed  to  test  class  opinion  on  the  question  of 
small  recitation  divisions,  but  its  ambiguity  becomes  evident 
from  the  replies.  Thirteen  do  not  answer,  one  is  undecided, 
twenty  vote  for  large  courses  and  forty-five  for  small,  while 
ten  say  size  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  eight  that  it  depended 
on  the  course,  and  four,  on  the  professor.  The  undecided 
man  got  most  out  of  two  courses,  one  large  and  one  small. 
Almost  all  who  vote  for  large  courses  give  as  the  reason  that 
"they  had  the  best  teachers."  "The  large  courses  I  took 
were  large  because  good  and  not  because  they  were  easy. 
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The  small  courses  gave  personal  contact  and  were  possibly 
more  stimulating."  ''Large  courses  gave  more  culture,  small 
ones  more  knowledge."  ''In  spite  of  their  size."  Those 
who  prefer  small  courses  give,  of  course,  as  their  reason 
"closer  relations  with  instructors  and  more  work."  One 
notes  that  "the  student  comes  into  closer  touch  with  his 
fellow-students  as  well  as  with  the  instructor." 

QUESTION  6. 

What  type  of  professor  do  you  regard  as  most  essential 
to  the  effectiveness  of  Yale?  Why? 

Fourteen  give  no  answer.  We  are  more  idealistic  than 
'96,  where  only  one  man  desired  the  scholar,  pure  and  sim- 
ple. One  of  our  Wall  Street  members  says :  "Men  of  schol- 
arship and  learning.  The  general  idea  of  the  times  is  that 
the  average  Yale  professor  is  mediocre,  compared  to  those 
in  some  other  institutions,  notably  Harvard,  Columbia  and 
Princeton."  "Men  of  the  type  of  'seer' — men  of  deep  and 
enthusiastic  scholarship."  "The  scholarly  enthusiast."  "The 
essentially  scholarly  man,  because  he  commands  the  respect 
of  even  the  most  light-minded  student."  But  the  majority 
desire  "both  scholar  and  teacher" — would  that  they  grew  on 
every  bush !  A  typical  reply  is :  "A  man  who,  in  addition 
to  being  thoroughly  versed  in  his  subject,  is  broad-minded, 
modern  and  up  to  date  in  his  views,  and  has  sufficient  per- 
sonal magnetism  to  call  forth  the  respect  and  attention  of 
his  classes."  Sympathy  and  a  sense  of  humor  are  often 
desiderated.  "Broad-minded,"  "inspiring,"  "progressive," 
"enthusiastic" — these  adjectives  recur  constantly.  Here  and 
under  Question  8  several  men  speak  with  gratitude  of  indi- 
vidual instructors;  and  although  the  list  is  of  course  incom- 
plete, it  is  interesting,  especially  in  its  variations  from  our 
judgment  at  Commencement.  As  we  look  back,  we  are 
grateful  to  the  following  men,  or  consider  them  as  fit  types 
of  the  Yale  professor  (totals  being  given  only  in  cases  of 
five  votes  or  more)  :  Professors  G.  B.  Adams  (6)  ;  Beebe, 
Beers,  Chittenden  (10,  almost  all  of  whom  comment  enthu- 
siastically, "He  helped  me  to  careful  and  accurate  observa- 
tion," "Because  he  worked  with  us,  stimulating  better  results 
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from  such  association")  ;  Dana,  Duncan,  Dutcher,  Dwight, 
Fisher,  Gibbs,  Gooch,  Gruener,  Hadley  (17,  who  feel  that 
the  course  in  economic  debates  was  their  most  vahiable  col- 
lege experience)  ;  Lewis,  Lounsbury,  Morris  (6)  ;  Perrin 
(7)  ;  E.  J.  Phelps,  W.  L.  Phelps  (13,  "Has  ability  to  inter- 
est and  instruct  at  one  time,"  is  a  characteristic  comment)  ; 
Reynolds,  Sanders,  Seymour,  C.  H.  Smith,  Sneath,  Sum- 
ner (15)  ;  A.  L.  Wheeler,  A.  M.  Wheeler  (9)  ;  F.  W.  Wil- 
liams, H.  S.  Williams,  H.  P.  Wright  (6,  'Tor  his  kindly 
guidance  and  good  judgment,"  say  more  than  one). 


QUESTION  7. 

Do  you  zuish  you  had  studied  more? 

Six  do  not  answer,  and  two  are  indefinite;  thirty-seven 
answer  in  the  negative,  several,  however,  saying  "Not  longer 
but  more  intelligently,"  "harder,"  "more  effectively."  "No, 
but  to  mvore  definite  purpose."  "No,  but  I  wish  particularly 
that  I  had  read  more  while  I  had  access  to  the  University 
Library."  "Most  of  us  did  not  know  how  to  study,  or 
what  study  meant.  There  ought  to  be,  in  the  first  six 
months,  a  course  of  compulsory  but  attractive  lectures  on 
what  education  means ;  otherwise  many  a  well-meaning  boy 
is  left  to  sink  or  swim,  usually  the  former."  The  negative 
votes  come  mainly  from  the  high  stand  men  (two-thirds  of 
the  Philosophicals,  five-sevenths  of  the  High  Orations,  six 
of  the  ten  Orations ;  but  two-thirds  of  these  men  qualify 
their  negative  along  the  lines  indicated  above).  It  is  clear 
that  much  ambitious  energy  in  study  is  misdirected  through 
lack  of  knowledge  at  the  start  how  best  to  study.  Only  four 
of  the  twenty  "Disappointments"  vote  in  the  negative. 
Among  the  fifty-five  votes  in  the  affirmative,  one  finds  much 
emphasis  :  "  ! !"  "  ! ! !"  "About  four  times  as  much." 
"Three-fourths  of  us  ought  to  wish  that."  "There  can  be 
but  one  answer  to  this  question  from  one  who  has  followed 
a  professional  career."  Two  have  suggestions  for  "a  few 
more  practical  courses,  and  less  latin  and  greek"  {sic), 
"College,"  says  one  man,  "should  try  to  train  you  how  to 
think  for  yourself — inculcate  the  habit  of  doing  your  own 
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thinking,  of  applying  principles.  This  I  think  they  seldom 
did." 

These  answers  make  it  clear  that  we  feel  we  did  not 
make  sufficiently  good  use  of  our  intellectual  advantages  at 
college,  and  that  we  missed  a  guiding  hand  to  direct  our 
well-meaning  ef¥orts,  especially  at  the  start. 

QUESTION  8. 

To  whom  and  to  what  do  you  look  back  as  having  been  of 
greatest  benefit  to  you  in  your  college  course f  Why? 

Twenty- five  men  do  not  answer  this  question.  The  major- 
ity of  answers  are  variants  of  "Association  with  and  friend- 
ship in  the  Class  of  '97."  'Tt  is  worth  while  if  one 
never  opened  a  book,"  say  three  men.  Seven  answer 
directly,  "The  friends  I  made."  A  large  number  speak  with 
gratitude  of  individual  courses  or  instructors :  "To  such 
men  as  Sumner  or  Morris  or  Wheeler.  They  seldom  gave 
you  facts — rather  they  gave  you  principles  and  how  to  apply 
them."  "To  Hadley's  course  in  debating,  because  it  gave 
me  an  orderly  method  of  thinking  and  stating  facts  which 
has  helped  me  much."  Among  interesting  replies  are  these : 
"Broadening  influence  of  meeting  men  from  all  parts  of 
the  country"  (3).  "My  intimate  friends  and  my  work  on 
the  track."  "To  some  rare  fellows  and  a  few  men — among 
them  Dean  Wright  and  President  Hadley."  "To  my  literary 
courses,  but  in  this  I  do  not  feel  disposed  to  give  the  College 
great  credit"  "General  atmosphere  of  culture"  (3).  "To 
two  or  three  men  who  showed  me  the  relation  of  their  sub- 
jects to  the  broadening  and  enrichment  of  life  as  a  whole." 
"Aside  from  E.  J.  Phelps'  course,  the  affiliation  and  friend- 
ships afforded  by  my  societies  and  the  ideals  for  which  they 
stand.  These  I  appreciate  more  each  year."  "Yale  ideals  as 
an  influence  in  character  formation."  "My  failure  to  win 
honor  or  place  of  any  kind,  in  the  outside  activities ;  because 
it  threw  me  back  on  myself."  "Many  long  afternoons  in  the 
old  Library."  "Creation  of  a  thinking  capacity  in  the 
student,  which  opens  his  mind  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
books  as  chronicles  embodying  the  experiences  and  mental 
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processes  of  those  of  an  earlier  historical  period,  and  as  a 
result  of  this,  the  development  of  the  power  of  independent 
thought." 

question  9. 

What  criticism  of  the  College  would  you  make,  for  defects 
and  zveaknesses  you  remember  observing? 

Twenty-nine  men  make  no  answer,  five  have  no  criticism 
to  make.  In  reading  those  quoted  below,  we  must  remember 
that  we  are  criticising  conditions  of  ten  years  ago.  As  one 
optimist  says,  "Most  of  the  criticisms  which  I  would  have 
to  make  upon  college,  as  it  was  conducted  in  our  time,  I 
believe  have  been  remedied." 

To  take  first  criticisms  directed  at  the  curriculum  of 
fifteen  years  ago:  ''Most  serious,  poor  instruction  during 
the  first  terms  of  the  college  year."  'Toor  Freshman  and 
Sophomore  instructors.  Freshmen  ought  to  have  most 
interesting  men.  They  ought  to  shoot  a  lot  of  the  teachers 
who  knew  nothing  outside  of  their  courses."  "Not  enough 
electives  in  first  and  second  year"  {nous  avons  change  tout 
cela!).  "In  Freshman  year  I  was  given  over  to  a  young  man 
who  imitated  Prof.  X  in  his  slig'ht  peculiarity  of  utterance 
and  in  nothing  else,  and  who  couldn't  translate  at  sight  a 

few  lines  of  poetry  that  I  showed  him  one  day  after 

class.  The  boy  immediately  upon  his  entrance  into  the 
College  should  receive  his  first  impressions  and  guidance 
from  teachers  of  scholarship  and  attainments.  Men  like 
Prof.  X  should  not  be  kept  as  a  luxury  for  the  upperclass- 
men."  This  from  a  man  who  made  first  division  at 
Christmas  of  Freshman  year,  and  graduated  among  the 
"Disappointments." 

"Failure  on  the  part  of  instructors  to  cultivate  interest 
rather  than  facts."  "The  Faculty,  large  and  small,  took  no 
interest  in  me  beyond  marks,  attendance  and  term  bills." 
"Uninspiring  teaching  qualities  of  most  of  the  younger 
instructors."  "Some  instructors  not  as  able  as  a  university 
like  Yale  should  have."  ''Utter  dullness  of  most  of  the 
courses."  "Policy  of  preserving  fossilized  professors  in 
class-room  work."  "Pedantic  method  of  many  of  the 
instructors."    "Too  low  salaries  for  instructors  and  profes- 
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sors."  ''Failure  to  devise  a  system  which  should  put  an  end 
to  the  very  general  habit  of  'cribbing.'  "  "Not  enough 
supervision  of  individual  in  the  big  courses."  "Better  class- 
room work  should  be  insisted  upon."  "Required  standing  of 
a  student  is  much  too  low,  and  real  study  is  not  necessary 
for  any  but  the  dull"  (this  from  a  First  Colloquy).  "Need 
of  having  studies  grouped."  "Absence  of  any  course,  or 
lecture,  or  spirit,  which  would  correlate  the  subjects  of  study 
in  the  student's  mind ;  the  total  absence  of  any  instruction  in 
modern  scientific  and  philosophic  thought."  "My  course 
lacked  unity  of  purpose.  I  think  that  students  could  be 
helped  to  choose  their  courses  more  wisely."  "False  per- 
spective in  some  of  the  courses."  "Advisors  of  Freshmen 
as  to  conduct  and  curriculum  might  be  added."  "Run  in  a 
mold  too  much.  I  was  ready  to  do  my  own  thinking, 
research  and  general  reading,  and  did  do  it,  but  I  had  to  do 
it  without  help  from  the  course."  "Many  of  the  instructors 
were  men  whom  we  could  not  respect  either  as  fine  men  or 
as  being  scholars  in  the  broad  sense  of  the  word.  Few  of 
them  were  men  you  would  care  to  meet  in  their  homes. 
Unless  the  average  boy  can  respect  his  teacher,  he  isn't 
going  to  learn  much."  "Let  the  Faculty  as  a  whole  get  rid 
of  its  self-imposed  frigid  superiority."  "Too  low  a  stand- 
ard of  scholarship.  Too  many  men  studied  only  just  enough 
to  get  through.  That  meant  hardly  any  at  all,  although  they 
would  have  been  willing  to  have  given  more  time  to  it,  if 
they  had  had  to."  "A  man  can  graduate  with  too  little  work 
if  he  wishes."  "As  a  delightful  way  of  spending  four  years 
among  congenial  associates  and  with  practically  no  essen- 
tial work,  a  course  at  Yale  can  hardly  be  excelled."  "Course 
on  'What  you  will  be  up  against  after  graduation'  would 
have  been  of  inestimable  value." 

"Should  have  been  required  to  do  more  original  work — 
required  writing  upon  subjects,  expressing  of  opinions  and 
ideas  of  our  own."  "In  'recitation  courses'  the  divisions 
should  be  so  limited  that  a  student  should  be  called  upon  to 
recite  at  least  every  second  recitation."  "The  man  of  only 
average  ability  or  of  retiring  disposition  is  permitted  to 
become  a  mere  spectator,  instead  of  utilizing  what  abilit}'  he 
may  have."  "  In  the  classics,  but  not  in  all  the  courses,  trans- 
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lation  was  the  thing  desired,  not  the  inspiring  of  the  student 
with  a  love  of  the  poetry,  history  or  art  of  Greece  and  Rome." 
''Poor  courses  in  EngHsh  and  Philosophy."  ''Great  defect 
in  English  instruction  in  our  time,  particularly  in  English 
Composition.  The  College  should  create  in  more  men  the 
habit  of  reading.  There  should  be  a  greater  desire  for 
culture."  "Deficiency  of  Yale  men  as  a  class  in  ability  to 
speak  the  English  language  correctly.  Compared  to  Har- 
vard men  we  are  at  a  serious  disadvantage  in  this  respect, 
and  in  the  presence  of  educated  Englishmen  the  defect  is 
even  more  noticeable."  "Study  of  English  not  given  impor- 
tance it  deserves."  "Absence  of  a  strong  enough  atmosphere 
of  literary  interest — possibly  this  was  because  much  of  the 
teaching  was  formal  rather  than  inspirational."  "Have 
more  English,  more  debating — teach  men  to  speak  in  public." 
"Too  little  emphasis  placed  on  things  that  make  for  gen- 
eral culture  and  develop  logical  reasoning  and  independence 
of  thought."  "Utter  lack  of  intellectual  tone ;  lack  of  serious 
interest  on  the  part  of  students  in  studies  and  in  politics  and 
the  questions  of  the  day."  "One  very  great  one  (i.e.,  criti- 
cism). The  whole  of  the  curriculum  is  spent  on  acquire- 
ment— nothing  on  written  or  oral  expression.  Expression 
is  the  greatest  means  of  development  in  life.  The  written 
article  or  the  speech  of  the  average  Yale  graduate  is  poor 
and  childish." 

"Overmuch  conformity  to  a  type,  fear  of  being  'queered' 
by  being  different."  "Tendency  to  glorify  and  make  heroes 
of  certain  men,  who  in  many  cases  after  graduation  have 
done  nothing  but  live  on  their  reputation  at  Yale."  "Prevail- 
ing  atmosphere  in  our  day  was  hostile  to  true  culture.  It  was 
a  grand  scramble  for  'honors'  and  recognition — for  mem- 
bership in  some  society,  or  prominence  in  athletics,  journal- 
ism, or  some  other  form  of  undergraduate  activity.  The 
marking  system  gave  official  recognition  to  this  ideal." 
"Tendency  to  depart  from  democratic  standards  in  the  asso- 
ciation of  students.  The  condition  of  the  college  societies." 
"I  have  found  more  democracy  since  college  than  in  col- 
lege." "Overimportance  placed  on  societies  by  the  student 
body."  "Societies  would  be  better  for  doing  away  with 
secret  nonsense"  (this  from  a  society  member!)  "Artificial 
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segregation  of  student  body  by  Junior  and  Sophomore  socie- 
ties." 'Trices  of  dormitory  rooms  should  be  uniform." 
*'For  great  weight  given  by  student  body  to  custom  and  tra- 
dition and  to  undergraduate  opinions."  ''Too  much  fostering 
of  the  conceits  of  youth."  "Opportunities  for  intimate  social 
or  fraternal  life  were  too  limited.  I  missed  the  fraternity 
life  which  the  smaller  colleges  offer."  "Baneful  effect  of 
perpetuating  at  college  ties  formed  at  large  preparatory 
schools — giving  certain  men  an  unfair  advantage  over  others 
in  Freshman  year."  "Too  much  attention  attached  to  socie- 
ties, fostering  cliques  and  school  pulls."  "Too  much  politics 
in  social  relations."  "Altogether  too  much  attention  paid  to 
seeking  secret  society  honors."  "Intolerable  social  restraints 
mainly  produced  by  the  society  system,  which  prevented  any 
free  development  of  individuality  through  fear  of  ^queering' 
one's  self."  "The  tendency  was  to  exalt  to  too  great  an  extent 
the  advantages  of  cooperation  and  subordination  at  the 
expense  of  producing  and  stimulating  individuality.  Yale 
will  doubtless  number  among  her  future  sons  men  who  will 
rank  high  in  the  nation  for  originality,  but  it  will  be  irre- 
spective of,  not  because  of,  opportunity  they  found  at  Yale." 
The  most  eloquent  presentation  of  this  view  follows :  "I 
feel  very  strongly  that  the  present  conservatism  among 
undergraduates,  the  fear  of  offending  against  some  unwrit- 
ten rule,  the  restriction  of  society  rewards  to  those  who  are 
successful  in  a  few  conventional  ways,  has  and  has  had  a 
profound  effect  upon  the  development  of  the  average  student. 
It  has  crippled  initiative,  discouraged  independent  self-devel- 
opment, and  produced  a  well-bred  but  appalling  uniformity 
of  mental  habit.  Such  a  system  is  mischievous  to  the  last 
degree.  Nothing  great  can  come  from  it.  Nothing  great 
does  come  from  it.  Far  better  a  coltish  wildness,  some 
scandal,  and  a  crowd  of  men  really  thinking  than  the  present 
dreary  sight  of  men  molded  into  uniformity  like  the  inmates 
of  an  orphan  asylum.  I  am  aware  that  the  freeing  of 
individuality  can  only  come  from  within.  Until  it  does  come, 
Yale  will  continue  to  be  the  greatest  producer  of  perfectly 
good  second-rate  men." 

And  yet,  however  much  sympathy  we  may  have  with  any 
or  all  of  these  criticisms,  I  am  sure  we  shall  all  agree  with 
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the  man  who  writes:  "Pretty  darn  good  place.  When  I 
say  I'm  a  Yale  graduate,  I  feel  it  is  a  recommendation  in 
itself." 

question  10. 

What  relative  importance  zvould  you  now  place  on  study 
and  on  activities  outside  the  curriculum  (e.  g.,  athletics, 
societies )  ? 

Seven  men  do  not  answer,  four  find  no  basis  of  relative 
comparison,  thirty-nine  put  study  first,  twenty-four  find 
them  equally  important  and  six  place  most  emphasis  on 
outside  activities.  Others  answer  indefinitely.  ''The  cur- 
riculum and  other  activities,"  says  one,  "are  like  two  parallel 
lines  stretching  out  to  infinity."  There  are  several  mathe- 
matical schemes  presented,  of  which  the  best  is :  "Study, 
forty  per  cent.;  outside  (Univ.)  activities,  thirty  per  cent.; 
associations,  reading,  etc.,  twenty  per  cent. ;  knowing  Dean 
Wright,  ten  per  cent."  Some  of  us  have  changed  our 
minds  since  graduating :  "I  now  emphasize  more  the  relative 
importance  of  study."  "The  longer  one  is  out  the  more 
important  study  seems  and  the  less  athletics."  On  the  other 
hand,  "I  would  give  athletics  greater  importance  than  I 
thought  it  deserved  when  I  was  in  college."  But  wider 
participation  in  the  benefits  of  athletics  is  urged  by  many 
men :  "Interest  should  be  taken  off  the  team,  the  crew,  etc., 
and  centered  on  many  teams  and  crews  made  up  of  non- 
athletes."  "Athletics,"  say  two  or  three,  "should  be  taken  as 
an  amusement  and  outlet  for  surplus  energy — no  more  an 
important  part  of  college  life  than  of  life  of  the  world  at 
large."  Another  characteristic  wish  is  :  "A  little  more  study 
and  the  same  amount  of  athletics,  with  less  loafing."  "Some 
time  could  be  spared  from  pure  loafing." 

question  II. 

Would  you  have  got  more  out  of  your  college  course,  if 
your  choice  had  been  more  widely  elective? 

Here  five  fail  to  answer,  one  is  undecided,  thirty-five 
answer  "Yes"  and  sixty  "No."  Among  the  affirmative 
answers  two  or  three  say:  "But  it's  plenty  elective  enough 
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now.  We  don't  want  Harvard's  system."  Several  wish  aid 
from  some  member  of  the  Faculty  in  choosing  courses.  One 
man  wants  "less  dead  languages  and  more  up-to-date  scien- 
tific and  business  courses."  Several  remark:  ''Too  many 
men  choose  courses  because  they  are  'snaps/  or  are  without 
sufficient  knowledge  to  enable  them  to  combine  courses 
toward  some  general  line  of  education."  On  the  whole 
we  take  a  conservative  position  here,  just  as  we  did  at 
graduation. 

QUESTION  12. 

//  you  had  a  son  or  brother  to  send  to  Yale,  would  you 
prefer  him  to  spend  the  time  you  spent  on  the  Greek 
language  in  preparing  for  college,  or  to  put  it  on  French, 
German  or  Mathematics? 

Here  we  are  very  evenly  divided;  but  a  number  feel 
that  one  should  not  have  to  choose,  but  ought  to  combine: 
"Take  one-half  from  Greek  and  add  it  to  French  or  German, 
bring  into  remaining  one-half  of  Greek  preparation  more  of 
humanistic  element,  with  collateral  readings  in  translations 
into  English  of  Greek  literature,  history  and  philosophy." 
Fourteen  are  thus  compromisers,  forty-seven  vote  for  Greek 
and  forty-one  for  the  substitute.  Individual  opinions  are 
often  very  interesting:  "Modern  language  study  as  pursued 
in  U.  S.  a  waste  of  time;  for  math.,  go  to  Sheff. ;  thus 
no  objection  to  Greek,  especially  as  it  could  be  dropped  after 
Soph,  year"  (paraphrase).  "If  French  and  German  were 
taught  in  a  useful,  practical  way,  I  should  prefer  him  to 
study  those ;  but  the  early  Greek  training  in  school  I  should 
like  him  to  have."  "In  modern  American  life  there  are 
mighty  few  cultural  elements.  The  average  student  would 
look  upon  the  everlasting  'practical'  value  of  math,  and 
modern  languages  and  so  miss  whatever  possibilities  they 
possess  of  broadening  his  horizon."  "Don't  go  back  on 
old  IvrevOa  exeXXawat"  (sic) .  Even  if  I  can't  spell  it  right 
now,  I  remember  it  with  much  pleasure.  We  can  all  study 
modern  languages  later,  but  hardly  one  of  us  will  take  up 
Greek  after  college."  "It  teaches  one  to  plug  away  at 
something  that  is  uninteresting."  "He  ivill  prepare  in  Greek. 
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Nothing  can  give  the  power  of  culture  or  even  Hterary 
information  which  the  three  years  of  Greek  give."  ''Better 
discipHne.  Generally  taught  in  preparatory  schools  by  men 
of  greater  ability  and  culture."  ''But  I  should  want  him 
taught  faster  and  better,  more  thoroughly  than  I  was — more 
like  the  German  schools."  One  of  our  football  stars  writes : 
"Its  loss  would  be  the  most  serious  one  which  could  befall 
a  boy's  education.  'We  needs  must  love  the  highest  when 
we  see  it.'  "  "I  would  not  exchange  my  meagre  Greek 
learning  for  all  of  higher  mathematics  and  modern  lan- 
guages." "I  should  send  him  to  Sheff.  if  I  did  not  want 
him  to  study  literature." 

Nine  or  ten  feel  that  much  depends  on  the  individual  boy. 
"Unless  he  had  a  scholarly  mind,  I  should  not  burden  him 
with  Greek."  "Either  Latin  with  associated  study  of  Greek 
life  and  letters  in  English  text;  or  Greek  with  Latin  lit. 
and  history  treated  in  the  same  way.  Also  a  lot  more  math." 
"Time  better  spent  in  study  of  French,  German  or  Spanish 
than  on  Greek."  "I  consider  most  of  the  time  that  I  spent 
on  Greek  and  Latin  as  utterly  wasted.  It  has  always  been  a 
matter  of  remorse  to  me  that  it  could  not  have  been  spent 
on  subjects  that  interested  me."  "I  have  more  knowledge 
of  the  literature  from  one  play  carefully  studied  in  English 
than  from  what  I  read  in  Greek."  "Spanish  is  quite  as 
important  as  French  or  German,  and  more  so  than  Greek." 
"No  one  should  be  allowed  to  graduate  without  a  full  speak- 
ing ability  in  French  or  German."  On  the  importance  of 
this  last  point  I  remember  the  expression  of  many  strong 
opinions  at  Triennial. 

QUESTION  13. 

What  impressions  of  Greek  life  and  literature  remain  with 
you  from  your  study  of  Greek  f 

Nine  do  not  answer;  one  says:  "This  is  a  pretty  big 
question ;  I  cannot  say."  Six  answer  "None,"  three  "None 
w^hatever,"  five  "Practically  none,"  thirteen  "Very  few  (dim 
or  hazy),"  one  adding:  "In  no  way  to  be  compared  with 
impressions  gained  from  later  reading  and  study."  Eleven 
more  express  themselves  in  much  the  same  way.   One  Phil- 
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osophical  Oration  man  says:  ''Absolutely  none."  "Dead 
loss,"  ''Can't  even  remember  the  alphabet,"  "All  subcon- 
scious," "Too  much  time  spent  over  uselessly  translat- 
ing unintelligible  rot,"  "My  one  recollection  of  my  courses 
in  Greek  and  Latin  is  to  detest  them."  "My  main  impres- 
sion is  that  it  was  hard  to  get  the  correct  impressions 
and  I  don't  remember  now  what  they  were,"  are  among  the 
expressions  of  condemnation.  "But,"  says  one  man  who 
answered  "None,"  "I  consider  the  mental  training  of  the 
classics  invaluable." 

One  can  only  select  a  few  of  the  opinions  championing 
Greek,  for  here,  of  course,  one  cannot  use  figures :  "The 
study  of  Greek  in  college,"  says  one  of  our  physicians,  not  a 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  man,  "was  by  far  the  pleasantest  part 
of  my  curriculum.  Without  it  I  could  not  appreciate  the 
esthetic  side  of  life  as  I  do  to-day."  "A  great,  great  many, 
showing  that  Greek  life  and  literature  lives  on  in,  and  is  the 
basis  of,  our  own."  "Simplicity,  strength  and  beauty." 
"Some  very  vivid  and  delightful  pictures,  enough  to  draw 
me  back  to  a  review  of  m)^  work,  had  I  time;  but  the  cost 
of  acquiring  this  I  feel  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  what 
remains  with  me."  "Only  the  most  pleasant  impressions — 
enjoy  very  much  reading  in  metrical  translations,  the  Iliad 
and  Odyssey  especially."  "Have  gotten  much  more  out  of 
English  translations  than  ever  in  college  out  of  text-books." 
"I  would  not  give  up  the  flavor  of  Greek  thought  and  ideals 
which  remain  with  me,  for  all  the  math,  and  political  econ- 
omy, etc.,  etc.,  which  I  ever  had."  "I  would  not  part  with 
these  memories."  "A  few,  and  what  I  have  are  of  vital 
importance."  "Some  pleasing  though  not  very  useful 
impressions,"  "Very  vivid — an  idealistic  atmosphere 
which  is  so  close  as  to  be  personal  and  always  pleasurable." 
"Vivid,  real,  but  I  never  possessed  the  facility  in  translation 
which  would  have  made  the  Greek  classics  friends  such  as 
they  are  to  the  Oxford  man."  "It  helped  me  greatly  in 
my  later  work  in  the  East"  (this  from  a  ''Disappointment," 
whose  way  has  led  him  far  afield).  "A  rather  hazy  and 
inexact,  yet  pleasant  impression  of  a  great  and  wonderful 
people  and  civilization."  "Valuable,  but  think  the  same 
results  could  be  obtained  in  studying  translations."  "Most 
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valuable  and  interesting  ones — but  they  could  have  been 
obtained  as  well  from  a  ;good  lecture  course  and  in  half  the 
time."  "Vague  but  pleasant.  An  equal  amount  of  time 
devoted  to  German,  French  and  Italian  would,  I  believe, 
bring  me  more  satisfaction  now,  particularly  when  in 
Europe.  The  average  Yale  graduate  is  practically  entirely 
ignorant  of  all  modern  languages,  except  possibly  English. 
I  hardly  know  one  who  even  reads  French  or  German, 
unless  his  work  has  required  it."  "The  largest  open  door 
to  culture."  "Vivid  impressions  of  one  of  the  sources  of 
the  ideals  of  our  European  and  American  civilization." 
"Only  impression  left  is  of  delightful  recitation-hours  with 
'Limpy'  Reynolds."  "Augmentation  of  my  ability  to 
appreciate  the  artistically  beautiful."  "Probably  got  more 
out  of  Greek  at  school  than  in  college.  I  hope  in  my  old 
age  to  take  up  Greek  again."  "Delightful  ones,  from  Prof. 
Coy  at  Hotchkiss."  Our  previously-quoted  football  player 
writes  :  "Mostly  an  enjo3^ment  of  Theocritus,  so  that  I  often 
re-read  the  Idylls.  I  forget  almost  all  about  the  drama,  and 
have  hardly  looked  at  Homer.  As  to  the  Greek  life,  I  think 
to  some  small  extent  I  caught  the  spirit  of  their  life  in  its 
expression  in  art  and  literature,  in  its  ideals  of  beauty,  of 
complete  bodily  and  mental  development  so  different  from 
the  diffuseness  and  awkwardness  of  our  life  and  training." 
One  of  our  lawyers  has  "kept  up  Greek  somewhat  with 
increasing  enjoyment,  and  in  the  hope  that  it  will  be  the 
most  valuable  asset  of  more  leisurely  years,"  while  from 
the  sunset  isles  of  the  Pacific,  Greek  memories  are  likened 
to  "the  distant  view  of  a  beautiful  valley,  whither  I  should 
love  to  return  when  the  shadows  grow  long." 

question  14. 

What  suggestions  regarding  current  college  policy  would 
you  make? 

Twenty-one  do  not  answer,  ten  have  no  suggestions  to 
offer,  five  feeling  "not  sufficiently  in  touch  to  venture  an 
opinion."  The  answers  run  in  general  along  the  lines  of  the 
criticisms  expressed  under  Question  9.  As  regards  the  cur- 
riculum, there  are  many  suggestions  for  "a  greater  cash  out- 
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lay  to  procure  first-class  instruction  by  well-equipped  men, 
whose  main  income  would  be  from  that  source."  "Every  full 
professor  should  have  at  least  $5,000,  an  assistant  professor 
$3,500,  etc."  "Raise  sufficient  endowment  for  the  College 
so  that  professors,  instructors,  etc.,  can  be  generously  paid. 
Then  the  right  type  of  men  can  be  secured  for  the  teaching 
force."  One  man  thinks  there  are  "too  many  Yale  grad- 
uates as  instructors."  "They  can't  get  too  many  instructors 
with  personalities  who  can  interest  the  Freshmen."  The 
Princeton  system  of  preceptors  is  advocated  by  seven  or 
eight  men.  "Get  professors  and  students  closer  together." 
"Encourage  productive  scholarship."  "Let  the  University 
stand  for  pure,  unapplied  learning."  "The  financial  and 
construction  policy  of  Yale  University  is  admirable  and  will, 
I  believe,  in  time  be  able  to  meet  whatever  comments  I  might 
have  to  make  upon  the  caliber  of  instructors  and  their 
salaries." 

Individual  departments  receive  their  meed  of  advice. 
"Compulsory  courses  in  speaking  and  writing  under  com- 
petent instructors."  "Give  a  respectable  English  course  and 
more  electives."  "Teaching  of  natural  science  should  be 
increased  and  improved."  Criticism  of  classics  and  mod- 
ern languages  was  largely  exhausted  in  previous  questions. 

A  number  v/orry  about  expansion.  "Let  the  struggle  for 
endowments  and  buildings  be  stopped,  and  an  effort  made 
to  cultivate  in  an  intensified  manner  what  we  now  have." 
"Hold  the  College  without  any  more  expansion."  "That 
Yale  abandon  the  struggle  to  develop  second-rate  profes- 
sional schools  in  increasingly  severe  competition  with  state 
universities,  and  return  to  the  collegiate  field  v»^here  her 
fame  is  most  secure.  Quality  and  not  quantity  should  be 
her  aim."  "The  material  side  of  the  College — its  working 
'plant' — has  made  great  advances.  Let  us  be  sure  that  the 
mental  and  spiritual  side  is  not  being  swamped  by  it,  and 
that  the  average  undergraduate  has  not  so  many  interests 
and  activities  thrust  upon  him  that  he  is  in  danger  of  for- 
getting the  essential  elements  of  study,  plain  living  and  high 
thinking." 

Suggestions  affecting  the  undergraduate  body  are :  "In 
my  time  the  mingling  of  religion  and  politics  brought  about 
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by  Dwight  Hall  was  a  crying  evil,  and  if  not  already  abated, 
I  hope  it  soon  may  be."  ^'Multiply  societies  and  try  to  have 
thern  stand  for  particular  interests,  so  that  in  his  club  a  man 
will  be  surrounded  by  congenial  spirits."  The  University 
authorities  will  have  to  take  a  hand  in  reforming  the  system 
of  Senior  societies.  This  is  not  prompted  by  any  criticism 
of  the  societies  themselves,  but  because  that  system  was 
adopted  when  Yale  had  less  than  half  the  number  of 
students  that  it  has  to-day.  I  thoroughly  believe  that  the 
'tap  day'  should  be  abolished,  as  opposed  to  the  democratic 
principles  for  which  the  University  stands"  (this  from  an 
athlete  and  society  man  whom  we  universally  respect). 
''No  expensive  dormitories."  "Habit  of  wealthy  students 
living  together  off  the  Campus  in  expensive  apartments 
should  be  corrected."  "More  general  participation  in  ath- 
letics by  a  large  majority."  "Restore  athletics  to  normal 
place  as  sport  for  sport's  sake,  by  abolishing,  if  necessary, 
all  intercollegiate  contests,"  "Athletic  system  should 
attempt  to  bring  out  all  men  instead  of  few."  "No  news- 
paper interviews  with  those  in  charge  of  athletics,  especially 
paid  coaches."  "Be  above  national  thirst  for  victory  and 
despair  after  defeat."  "Less  talking  and  play  more  ball." 
"Less  talk  about  football  from  President  Hadley  and  Camp 
down."  "Don't  check  intercollegiate  athletics  too  much." 
"Get  athletics  under  Faculty  control."  "H  reports  are  true, 
the  Faculty  is  doing  too  much  supervising  in  athletics." 

"Not  quite  so  much  catering  to  popular  ideas  and  sug- 
gestions of  the  day,  and  a  little  more  conservatism  as  to 
fads."  "Continue  along  the  course  that  has  placed  Yale  in 
her  present  foremost  position,  retain  all  old  customs  and 
traditions."  "More  dormitories  and  baths  on  each  floor,  so 
that  a  man  may  learn  that  it  is  as  important  to  bathe  every 
day  as  to  brush  his  teeth,"  "That  the  University  secure 
funds  to  further  its  work  by  increasing  slightly  each  year 
the  tuition  fee  of  undergraduates.  That  changes  to  the 
old  Campus  be  stopped  and  that  no  more  buildings  be 
erected  except  as  units  in  a  harmonious  plan." 

A  comparison  of  our  answers  with  those  of  '96  shows 
that  in  general  we  agree  in  our  judgments  on  college  life, 
although  in  '96  criticism  came  in  incidentally,  and  was  not 
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directly  asked  for  as  here.  Grateful  for  the  immense  bene- 
fits we  gained,  we  yet  feel  that  both  we  and  our  instructors 
might  have  made  them  still  greater.  As  I  close,  in  thanking 
again  the  '97  men  who  took  the  pains  to  answer  these 
questions,  I  wish  to  express  the  stimulus,  as  well  as  the 
satisfaction,  which  I  have  received  in  working  over  them, 
and  to  voice  the  hope  that  those  who  read  this  report  will 
also,  in  some  degree,  have  their  hands  strengthened  for 
the  fight  for  ideals — intellectual,  ethical,  spiritual — in  which 
every  Yale  man  is  even  unwittingly  enrolled.

Clarence  Marsh  Reed. 

Born  at  Stamford,  Conn.,  May  30,  1876. 
Died  at  Stamford,  May  24,  1902. 

His  illness  was  of  short  duration.  Two  weeks  before 
his  death  he  contracted  a  cold,  which  developed  into  pneu- 
monia. For  a  time  recovery  seemed  probable;  but  failure 
of  the  heart  brought  the  end  with  great  suddenness.  Reed 
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was  born  at  Stamford,  May  30,  1876,  and  was  prominent  in 
the  Class  while  in  college,  as  a  member  of  its  baseball  nine — - 
and  a  general  favorite.  Two  years  after  leaving  Yale,  Reed 
graduated  from  the  New  York  Law  School  with  highest 
honors.  That  summer  he  took  up  his  profession  in  the  office 
of  Alexander  &  Green,  120  Broadway,  New  York  City. 
Almost  three  years  of  faithful  work  placed  him  in  a  position 
where  his  abilities  were  thoroughly  appreciated.  A  career 
of  utmost  promise  had  opened  before  him.  The  funeral  was 
held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Stamford,  at  3  p.  m.,  May  26, 
1902.  William  Darrach,  Francis  P.  Garvan,  Larkin  G. 
Mead,  Henry  W.  Carey,  Charles  B.  DeCamp,  his  classmates, 
and  William  H.  Oliver,  representing  the  office  of  Alexander 
&  Green,  were  the  active  pall  bearers.  The  burial  was  in 
the  family  plot  on  the  shore  of  Long  Island  Sound.  His 
father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stephen  E.  Reed,  and  a 
brother,  Herbert  C.  Reed,  '95  S.,  survive  him. 

James  Cogswell  Converse. 

Born  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  September  6,  1878. 
Died  in  New  York  City,  December  15,  1903. 

After  a  trip  to  Europe,  Jim  Converse  took  the  regular 
course  of  law  at  Columbia  College,  passed  his  examination, 
and  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  in  June  of 
1899.  He  at  once  entered  the  law  office  of  Sullivan  & 
Cromwell  of  New  York  City,  where  he  remained  about  five 
years.  He  bought  a  seat  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange 
and  acted  as  an  independent  broker  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  married  in  1901  to  Miss  Lita  Isabel  Berry, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Berry.  His  death  was  due 
to  pneumonia,  after  a  short  illness. 

William  Tliorne  Cowdrey. 

Born  in  New  York  City,  March  28,  1875. 

Died  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  September  5,  1905. 

Cowdrey  was  born  in  New  Y^ork  City,  but  lived  in  New 
Rochelle  all  his  life.   He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Morgan 
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School,  Clinton,  Conn.  In  college  he  was  a  member  of  Zeta 
Psi,  and  to  his  efforts,  largely,  was  due  the  erection  of  the 
new  chapter  house.  After  graduation  Cowdrey  entered  the 
employ  of  Barber  &  Co.,  Inc.,  steamship  agents  and  ship 
brokers,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  filled  the  office  of 
Assistant  Treasurer.  He  was  borne  to  his  grave  in  Trinity 
Parish  Cemetery  by  six  of  his  classmates,  members  of  his 
fraternity.  A  noble  son,  a  loyal  friend,  a  true  gentleman, 
an  inspiration  and  an  irreparable  loss  to  all  who  knew  him, 
is  the  testimony  of  all  who  loved  him  and  mourn  his  death. 
His  death  was  sudden,  coming  from  acute  dilatation  of 
the  heart,  while  playing  tennis  on  the  courts  of  the  Siwanoy 
Tennis  Club  at  New  Rochelle. 


Walter  Jerome  Lapham. 

Born  at  Glens  Falls,  N.  Y.,  June  22,  1873. 
Died  at  Glens  Falls,  June  23,  1907. 

The  death  of  Walter  Jerome  Lapham  occurred  after  an 
illness  of  twenty  months  at  the  time  of  our  Decennial 
Reunion.  The  announcement  of  his  death  brought  sorrow  to 
every  member  of  the  Class,  many  of  whom  did  not  know  of 
his  illness  and  were  expecting  him  to  be  in  New  Haven  for 
the  celebration. 

Walter  entered  Yale  from  Phillips  Andover  Academy,  and 
during  his  college  course  v/as  very  active  in  the  affairs  of 
student  life. 

The  quality  of  his  voice  was  immediately  recognized,  and 
he  was  made  a  member  of  the  College  Choir  and  Freshman 
Glee  Club.  He  continued  to  be  prominent  in  the  musical 
organizations,  becoming,  in  the  following  year,  a  member  of 
the  University  Glee  Club,  and  in  his  Senior  year  was  elected 
its  President.  Just  before  his  graduation,  he  was  presented 
with  a  loving  cup  by  the  members  of  the  club  as  an  expres- 
sion of  their  affectionate  regard  and  in  appreciation  of  his 
services  in  making  the  club  one  of  the  most  successful  in 
recent  years. 

He  was  prominent  also  in  athletics,  being  a  member 
of  the  Yale  Athletic  Association,  and  representing  the  Uni- 
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versity  in  the  quarter  mile  in  Sophomore  and  Junior  years 
against  Harvard,  and  in  the  Intercollegiate  Meet. 

In  Freshman  year  he  was  a  member  of  the  Class  football 
squad  until  retired  by  injury,  and  in  baseball  he  represented 
the  Class  in  Junior  and  Senior  years. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity  and 
Wolf's  Head. 

After  graduation  he  returned  to  his  home  in  Glens  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  and  soon  became  interested  in  the  manufacture  of 
wall  paper.  He  eventually  took  up  his  residence  in  Schuy- 
lerville,  N.  Y.,  and  became  Secretary  of  the  Liberty  Wall 
Paper  Company,  continuing  with  the  firm  until  the  begin- 
ning of  his  illness. 

He  was  married  on  April  25,  1900,  to  Miss  Nellie  Y. 
Shay  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  His  wife  and  his  son,  Byron 
Jerome  Lapham,  now  seven  years  of  age,  survive  him. 

His  enthusiasm  and  good  fellowship  contributed  largely  to 
the  success  of  the  meetings  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Northeastern  New  York,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 

These  are  the  facts  concerning  Walter  Lapham's  life,  but 
they  do  not  measure  the  position  of  respect  and  affection  in 
which  he  was  held  by  his  classmates  and  friends.  He  was 
the  possessor  of  peculiarly  winning  personal  qualities  which 
attracted  men  to  him.  His  was  a  character  finely  built,  his 
disposition  always  cheerful  and  sympathetic,  and  he  had  an 
abundance  of  enthusiasm  which  made  his  presence  always 
sought  after.  His  ambition  to  succeed  in  life  and  to  make 
himself  of  service  to  his  fellow-associates  v/as  assured,  but 
on  the  threshold  of  his  success  came  an  illness  which  inca- 
pacitated him  for  work  of  any  sort. 

He  was  taken  ill  in  November,  1906,  on  his  way  to  attend 
the  wedding  of  his  closest  friend.  From  that  time  on  his 
disease  advanced  gradually,  until  shortly  before  his  death 
he  was  completely  helpless.  During  these  twenty  months 
his  state  of  mind  must  have  been  well-nigh  past  endurance, 
knowing,  as  he  must  have,  what  the  end  of  it  all  must  be. 
Yet,  in  spite  of  all  this,  he  maintained  the  greatest  courage 
and  fortitude,  his  chief  anxiety  being  lest  he  be  of  too  much 
care  to  those  always  with  him. 
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His  death,  long  expected  by  his  friends  and  prayed  for 
by  himself,  came  on  June  23,  1908,  just  ten  years  after 
graduation  with  '97,  taking  from  our  number  one  of  the 
best  and  most  lovable  men  we  shall  ever  know. 

Edward  Movius  Sicard. 

Born  at  Buffalo,  August  12,  1875. 
Died  at  Buffalo,  August  8,  1908. 

A  notice  appeared  in  the  New  York  Herald  of  August 
9,  1908,  of  a  serious  automobile  accident  near  Buffalo  in 
which  Edward  M.  Sicard  was  killed.  The  Record  being 
then  in  press  it  is  possible  to  only  note  it  at  this  time.

Charles  Stanton  Adee. 

Adee  died  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  New  York  City, 
July  14,  1901,  of  typhoid  fever,  after  an  illness  of  about 
five  weeks. 


YALE  ALUMNI   UNIVERSITY  FUND. 


Since  graduation  our  Class  has  given  $11,628.85  to  the 
Alumni  Fund.  Of  this  amount  $6,797.60  stands  on  the 
books  of  the  University  in  the  name  of  the  ''Class  of  1897 
Principal  Fund,"  and  represents  the  amount  contributed 
during  our  Sexennial  and  Decennial  years,  when,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice  of  other  classes,  special  efforts  were 
made  to  raise  a  substantial  amount. 

Only  one  class  (1896)  since  1886  has  equaled  the  amount 
contributed  by  our  Class,  their  total  being  $11,773.22,  or 
about  $150  more  than  ours;  but  they  have  had  one  more 
year  since  graduation  in  which  to  add  to  their  gift. 

Referring  to  our  '97  Class  Principal  Fund,  we  can  be 
justly  proud  that  our  Class,  with  the  sum  of  $6,797.60,  leads 
all  classes  since  1886,  and,  in  fact,  is  only  surpassed  by 
eight  Class  Funds  since  1866,  the  first  class  to  give  a  Prin- 
cipal Fund  to  the  University. 

Excluding  our  Reunion  years,  our  average  gift  is  about 
$600  per  annum,  and  the  number  of  contributors  about 
sixty.  This  compares  unfavorably  with  both  the  Classes 
of  1895  and  1896,  who  have  over  one  hundred  men  each 
year  who  give  regularly  to  the  Fund,  and  whose  annual  gifts 
now  range  between  $1,000  and  $2,000.  It  has  only  been 
through  our  large  Reunion  gifts  that  our  total  compares  so 
favorably  with  other  classes. 

I  hope  each  man  in  our  Class  will  bear  this  in  mind 
when  he  receives  the  next  notice  asking  for  a  gift.
